Rign of life had come from the others 
up to 3 o’clock Mon lay morning. 
Just after the night force entered 
the shaft there was a flash which 
lighted up the mini1 and all around 
it. 
There was a ro ir as tons of ro il 
and slate crashed down into the en­ 
tries crowded 
with workmen. 
Then 
u tter darkness followed, the explosion 
putting out of bulginess completely 
the lighting facilities in the mine. The 
mine immediately filled with gases, 
and several not hurt by the explosion 
perished while running to get into 
the fresh air. 
The report of. the ex­ 
piration shook bull lings in Fayette, 
and could be heard for miles. 
In the homes of miners the explo­ 
sion 
fell 
like a death signal, and 
emptied every miner s cottage In the 
vicinity. 
The 
occupants 
of these, 
men, women and children, formed the 
saddest picture in the scenes about 
the mines Monday morning. 
The woman and children were cry 
ing continually, and stared with hope 
at the seemingly fruitless work of res 
cue.

operated by the United Coal company, 
which 
has 
its principal offices in 
Pittsburg. 
It is one of the biggest 
mines in the soft coal region, and gave 
work to from 2<)o to 300jmen all the 
year. 
The property loss is enormous, as 
the mine was equipped at a cost of

The explosion completely wrecked 
I the air system , and that in itself 
| means that no hum in being can live 
! very long in the mine.

yellow poplar, elm , cottonw ood
